An Interpretive Report

For nearly a year now, 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., has 
been on a long roller coaster 
ride with the federal govern¬ 
ment. It was in October 1978 
that the GHI members first 
approved a $5 million rehabil¬ 
itation program for the coop¬ 
erative’s 1600 homes. Insula¬ 
tion, new windows, siding and 
plumbing would make the 40- 
year old homes more energy 
efficient. In early August 1979 
the U.S, Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development 
(HUD) showed interest in fin¬ 
ancing the program. It seemed 
a miracle. By late August 
HUD accepted a Prince Georg¬ 
es County application on be¬ 
half of GHI for a Section 312 
rehabilitation loan at 3% in¬ 
terest. 

This newspaper hailed the HUD 
loan as a “special opportunity/’ 
urging members to approve. 
Members were again called to¬ 
gether—this time to approve a 
revised rehabilitation program. 
Revised, because the county gov¬ 
ernment now required that with¬ 
in five years GHI must correct 
certain deficiencies — outdated 
electrical system and standing 
water in crawl spaces—which are 
code violations. The rehabilita¬ 
tion program’s cost was raised 
to $6.4m. to reflect the inflation 
spiral. For the additional work, 
called the Capital ’ Improvements 
Program or GIP (to distinguish 
it from the rehabilitation work 
to be financed under the HUD 
loan), GHI would have to borrow 
an additional $5.2m. at the best 
available terms. 

Hopes soared that after nearly 
ten years of planning and de- 
cisionmaking rehabilitation 
would get underway. Financing 
had been the last obstacle, GHI 
members overwhelmingly ap¬ 
proved the package by a vote of 
394 to 48, 

GHI management predicted an 


of sliding windows and vinyl sid¬ 
ing in the masonry homes has not 
been settled and may not be set¬ 
tled for months. Thus a week ago, 
the GHI board reluctantly agreed 
that the entire loan could be used 
for the frame homes. About 75% 
of the work called for under the 
loan is for the frame homes, GHI 
had been assured of HUD’s ap¬ 
proval. 

What triggered the GHI board’s 
irritation at thursday’s meeting 
was a new requirement proposed 
by HUD that GHI members must 
vote to approve the change. 

Smith first expressed his feel¬ 
ing that “we seem to be getting 
too many different signals,” and 


exhilarating ride for last fall: 
September would bring a gala 
gathering to hail the start of 
rehabilitation, final closing with 
HUD would come in October and 
work on the homes would begin 
two weeks later. 

Celebration 

In September 200 members did 
celebrate with city, county, state 
and federal officials. A HUD 
spokesman congratulated GHI 
and the representatives of the 
various governmental agencies 
for putting together in a very 
short time “a very complicated 
joint venture. Putting the whole 
thing together is quite an accom¬ 
plishment.” He acknowledged 
that GHI’s Ken- Kopstein, then 
Deputy General Manager, now 
General Manager, was largely re¬ 
sponsible for engineering that 
accomplishment. Members 
cheered. 

But the expected downhill ride 
soon veered off in a new direc¬ 
tion. In mid-October the Mary¬ 
land Historical Trust came into 
the picture. If GHI were eligible 
for listing on the National His¬ 
toric Register (it has been listed 
on the Maryland Historic Places 
List for several years), the Trust 
would be required to review the 
rehabilitation plans if federal 
funds were to be used. Two 
weeks later came the ruling; GHI 
was eligible. State Historic Pres¬ 
ervation Officers from the Trust 
arrived in Greenbelt for on-site 
inspection, then went back to 
Annapolis to study the plans in 
detail. Negotiations with the 
Trust over a long list of concerns 
dragged on into winter. Compro¬ 
mises were reached regarding the 
frame homes. Vinyl siding was 
discarded in favor of a mineral 
fiber siding which would resem¬ 
ble the original shingles; only 
double-hung windows would be 
permitted. 

But on the masonry homes— 
sliding windows and vinyl siding 
(needed to cover insulation which 
can only be applied to the exte¬ 
rior) created an impasse. These 


after Kopstein described how 
communications with HUD per¬ 
sonnel were inconsistent and un¬ 
clear, Smith erupted into much 
stronger language. His subse¬ 
quent motion to request HUD 
officials to meet with the board— 
to clarify the agency’s directives 
in a face-to-face session—was 
passed unanimously with enthu¬ 
siastic support. Kopstein, who 
noted that most of the inter¬ 
change with HUD has been ver¬ 
bal, not in concrete written form, 
was asked to assemble as much 
documentation about past ex¬ 
changes as possible so that the 
board can refer to the facts of 
the case. (See next issue for con¬ 
tinuation next week.) 


two items would change the ap¬ 
pearance of the homes, the Trust 
maintained. GHI appealed, point¬ 
ing out that Greenbelt's historic 
significance lies with its planning 
concepts—the way the commu¬ 
nity was designed with inner 
walkways, underpasses, homes 
facing garden areas, etc,—cer¬ 
tainly not with the architecture 
of its buildings. 

But the Trust was adamant, 
even when HUD sided with GHI 
Members and management alike 
wondered why the Trust officials 
seem more interested in the ex¬ 
terior appearance of the homes 
than they were in the people who 
lived inside and paid the mainte¬ 
nance costs. 

GHI’s “special opportunity” had 
instead plunged the cooperative 
into a complex maze of problems. 

New Stipulations 

One agency after another has 
attached strings to the HUD loan. 
GHI has written an Affirmative 
Marketing Plan agreed to by 
HUD. The county has agreed to 
provide a full time inspector once 
construction begins. GHI has re¬ 
ceived from the City of Greenbelt 
a letter of intent to finance the 
CIP through city revenue bonds 
and has received a back-up com¬ 
mitment from a local commercial 
bank in case the revenue bonds 
should somehow not be available. 
HUD has written its procedures 
for administering the loan. GHI’s 
biggest dilemma has been in try¬ 
ing to compromise with the posi¬ 
tion of the Trust, while keeping 
the program affordable to its 
members. 

In March, as progress ground 
to a halt, the historic issues ques¬ 
tion was redirected to the Na¬ 
tional Advisory Council on His¬ 
toric Preservation. After more 
than two months, there has been 
no “advice” forthcoming. (Final 
decision here will be made by the 
Secretary of HUD.) The Advi¬ 
sory Council’s tactic seems to be, 
‘We’ll drag this out until GHI 
gives up or goes away/*

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Cut The Red Tape 


As described in an article and background story in this 
issue, the Greenbelt Homes housing cooperative is emerging as 
the victim of more classic red tape than could be depicted by 
the pen of the most caustic caricaturist. 

Government agencies on all levels — federal, state and 
county — have combined together to create a tangle of regu¬ 
lations and requirements which no ordinary organization can 
hope to follow or fulfill. 

For the past two years GHI has been doing its best to 
satisfy a growing number of official demands.. It should be 
kept in mind that all this has been for the purpose of obtain¬ 
ing funds to make an aging housing community once more 
viable and energy-efficient. One would think such a goal 
would be enthusiastically supported by government officials, as 
being clearly in the national interest. Quite the reverse. 

Among the more outstanding breakdowns in communica¬ 
tions, for example, were delegation to the county, by HUD, of 
responsibility for overseeing rehabilitation work at GHI — 
which the county did not want and could not handle without 
assistance from GHI; and a series of conditions imposed by the 
Maryland Historical Society which conflict with the whole 
point of keeping project costs as low as possible. 

We will not bore the reader by repeating the latest frus- 
rating developments in this sorry spectacle, which are described 
on the front page of this issue. But it is evidently time for all 
who are concerned about this continuing failure of government, 
to perform its proper function, to protest to the following 
officials:

Electric Heat Conversion 

To the Editor: 

The GHI membership will have 
the opportunity at the May Spe¬ 
cial Membership meeting of 
choosing a new heating system. 
The new proposed heating sys¬ 
tem is an individually controlled 
electric heating system. The con¬ 
version to electric heating is very 
cost effective when compared to 
our present oil-fired heating sys¬ 
tem. This fact is currently dem¬ 
onstrated by the test conversion 
to electric heat in several GHI 
homes. As early as 1973 with un¬ 
insulated homes and finance 
costs included, the conversion 
would have yielded substantial 
savings to the GHI homeowners. 
Greenbelt Homes decided 
to make a change from 
cided to make a change from 
steam to hot water heat. The 
cost of simply converting to in¬ 
dividual electric heat and hot 
water would not have been much 
more expensive than the interim 
patching of the present system. 
The savings, however, would 
have been much greater. 

Electric heat and hot water 
will offer individual control of 
heating costs. With room by 
room thermostat temperature 
control, not only will it be pos¬ 
sible to save energy by varying 
room temperatures, but a level 
of comfort will be obtainable that 
is presently not possible in GHI. 
Too much or too little heat will 
be but memories in GHI. Also 
with an individual domestic hot 
water system, surges and short¬ 
ages of hot water will be elimi¬ 
nated. These are not projections 
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but the results of those of us who 
now have electrically heated GHI 
homes. 

For several years the long 
range planning and the engineer¬ 
ing and maintenance committees 
have advised the board to con¬ 
vert to electric heat and hot wa¬ 
ter system. With an eye toward 
the future the long range plan¬ 
ning committee is looking into 
ways of adapting solar technol¬ 
ogy to an electric heating system 
for the 1985-2000 period. 

Finally the committees are act¬ 
ing as technical advisors for the 
conversion to electric heat of an 
entire row of eight brick homes 
in the 11 court of Ridge Rd. r 
which will serve as a model for 
the future conversions. 

We hope that all members will 
vote for the electric heat and hot 
water conversion, thus putting 
the cooperative on the right track 
for an energy efficient future.

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City Recreational Groups Request Funds

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld suc¬ 
cessively cautioned represent¬ 
atives of the organizations ap¬ 
pearing before the City Council 
with budget requests: “It's a 
tough budget this year/* Most 
of the organizations requested 
little or no increases over last 
year: one even cut back its 
budget request. Only the 
Greenbelt Boys and Girls Club 
asked for a substantial in¬ 
crease — because last year's 
expenses forced the organiza¬ 
tion to dig into its savings. 
And the Greenbelt Cultural 
Arts Center, Inc. made its first 
request for Recreation Depart¬ 
ment funds. 

The Cultural Arts group is ask¬ 
ing for $3,500 to purchase the 
projector, stage lights and control 
board necessary for staging 
events at the Utopia Theater. If 
some or all of this equipment can 
be purchased second-hand, the 
remaining monies will be used to 
buy sound system components. 
Any equipment purchased will 
revert to the city should the 
group fail to survive its financial 
commitments to the owner of the 
theater property. Said Council¬ 
man Charles Schwan, “From 
where you were to where you are 
is a tribute,” referring to the or¬ 
ganization's short but so far suc¬ 
cessful life. “I thank you for 
being here this evening and for 
generating this whole Cultural 
Arts Center idea,” added Mayor 
Weidenfeld. 

The mayor called the Greenbelt 
Boys and Girls Club “almost an 
extension of our recreation de¬ 
partment.” The club is asking 
for $8,300 for uniforms, equip¬ 
ment, and supplies, up $3,500 from 


last year. Its total budget is 
$15,000. The mayor also compli¬ 
mented this organization for its 
success in involving Springhill 
Lake youth in its sports pro¬ 
grams. Of 413 members, 103 are 
from Springhill Lake. 

The Washington Ear is an or 
ganization which provides a 
reading service for the blind and 
physically handcapped over a 
substation of WETA-FM. Each 
year it solicits local municipali¬ 
ties to provide funds for broad 
cast readings of newspapers, 
magazines, books, and some spe¬ 
cial programs—a consumer help 
program, which reads newspaper 
ads so its listeners can prepare 
their own shopping lists, the 
Smithsonian Program, and a new 
series on “the law and the hand¬ 
icapped.” Washington Ear has 
eight listeners in Greenbelt. If 
there are others in Greenbelt who 
could make use of this service, 
they are urged to contact the 
Washington Ear, Inc., 35 Univer¬ 
sity Blvd East, Silver Spring, MD 
20901. Last year the city contrib¬ 
uted $400 to the organization; 
this year the request is for $450. 

The Greenbelt Concert Band, a 
Greenbelt organization since 1942, 
will face difficulties during the 
summer concert season because 
of the deteriorating condition of 
the Lake Park bandstand. City 
Manager James Giese told the 
band’s representative, Steve Pol- 
aschik, “I don’t know where or 
when there will be an alterna¬ 
tive” (to the present bandstand), 
but asked that the band give him 
some feedback about “what and 
where.”

year. 

The question in the Greenbelt 
Labor Day Festival Committee’s 
budget is whether the city will 
fund a bus for the festival this 
year. Sandra Barnes, president 
of the committee, made the sug¬ 
gestion that a “Dial-a-Ride” van 
be substituted for the bus route 
service provided last year. Mem¬ 
bers of the city council responded 
favorably. The cost of the van 
would be about the same as the 
cost of the bus—$250. The city 
contribution to the festival is for 
services and materials, an un¬ 
specified amount. Total budget 
for the Labor Day Festival is 
about $12,000. 

The Greenbelt Golden Age 
Club is asking the city for $500, 
primarily to provide busing for 
special trips for Golden Agers. 

The Springhill Lake Baseball 
League reduced its request from 
$1,130 last year to $1,050 this year. 
The league now has an active 


booster club to help support its 
activities. But Martha Sutton 
reported to the council that it 
does not have good playing fields. 
The field at SHL Elementary 
School needs a permanent back¬ 
stop and regrading. The pitch¬ 
er’s mound is a foot-and-a-half 
higher than home plate. The jun 
ior high field has been considered 
temporary because of its poor 
condition, but the A-league teams 
have continued to use it. “What 
we need is an evaluation of what 
needs to be done, what it might 
cost, for both fields,” said Coun¬ 
cilman Schwan. 

Bob Dies of the Greenbelt Lit¬ 
tle League reported to council 
that the organization had discov 
ered $3,000 in a savings account 
which had remained inactive 
since 1975. The league plans to 
spend $1,700 of this for new uni¬ 
forms and is asking the city for 
$2,500 to cover the remaining cost 
of the uniforms. The cost of uni¬ 
forms is up 15 percent and the 
current uniforms have been in 
action for three years. The league 
has only six girls among its 160 


members, perhaps because few 
of the mothers or other women, 
available for coaching have 
played hard ball. 

Larry Noel of the Greenbelt Run¬ 
ning Club, which recently spon 
sored a Run for Muscular Dys 
trophy, commented to the coun 
oil that, in running, girls under 
12 are beating the boys. This 
group is asking the city for $200, 
$75 less than last year. 

The Aquatic Boosters, who 
sponsor the Greenbelt swim 
teams, need $1,700 from the city. 
A large part of this contribution 
is requested for pool rental for 
the winter swim program. 

The Greenbelt Tennis Associa¬ 
tion is asking for $375, $200 of 
which will reimburse instructors 
tor their junior tennis program. 
Pete Allen reported that the As 
sociation is comprised of about 
66 r , residents, with non-residents 
admitted to spur competition. 

The City Council recognized 
the significant contribution of 
each of these organizations to the 
Greenbelt community, but “It’s a. 
tough budget this yeatc”

Cultural Center Concert 

Is Artistic Success

A highly appreciative audience 
enjoyed a concert of outstanding 
musical quality last Saturday 
night at the Greenbelt Cultural 
Arts Center’s Utopia Theatre. 
Mezzo-soprano Kriss Larsen, pi¬ 
anist Brian Ganz and violinist 
John Ward provided the audience 
with a widely varied program 
langing from Handel to Vaughan 
Williams and Copland. 

Larsen’s presentation of the 
Handel “Liebliche Walder” from 
“Almira” demonstrated, her un¬ 
derstanding of Handel and pro¬ 
vided the audience with the en¬ 
joyment of an outstanding voice. 
Her remarkable artistic ability 
was later underscored in her of¬ 
fering of the A. E. Housman 
poem, “Good-bye,” set to music 
by R. Vaughan Williams and two 
English folk songs, Vaughan 
Williams, “Searching for Lambs” 
and “The Lawyer.” These latter 
numbers were accompanied by 
John Ward on the violin. 

The most impressive part of 
Larsen’s performance was her 
rendition of twelve poems of 
Emily Dickinson in musical set¬ 
tings by Aaron Copland. It must 
be described as a magnificent 
tour di* force which only an ac¬ 
complished % artist of Larsens 
stature is capable of delivering. 

Adding to the quality of the 
performance was thfc incompara¬ 
ble accompaniment of Larsen by 
Brian Ganz. Rarely has this re¬ 
viewer felt and heard such per¬ 
fect understanding between solo¬ 
ist and accompanist. Such sensi¬ 
tive accompaniment is even more 
remarkable because Ganz is a 
highly capable concert artist in 
his own right. 

Ganz offered three Nocturnes 
by Chopin : Opus 9, No. 1, Opus 
J9, No. 3 and Opus 62, No. 1. The 
Opus 9, No. 3 Nocturne in B 
Major is rarely heard in concert 
and it was a pleasure to hear 
this neglected musical delight. 
Ganz displayed his technical com 
petence and his feeling for the 
deeply romantic music of Chopin. 

Ganz also performed beyond 
the normal call of duty, having 
substituted for pianist Maggie 
Chang, who was unable to meet 
her commitment. He performed 
the very program which Chang 
was scheduled to present. 

John Ward, accompanied by 
Brian Ganz. played the Schubert 
Sonata in D Major at the very 
opening of the concert. He closed 
the concert with a number of 
compositions by Fritz Kreisler: 
“Andantine” in the style of Mar- 
tinit; “Chanson Louis XIII and 
Favane,” in the style of Couperin, 
“Tempo di Minuette,” in the style 
of Pugnani and “Liebesleid.” 
These very popular compositions 
were thoroughly enjoyed by the 
audience. Ward is a vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Greenbelt Cultural 
Arts Center and a resident of 
Greenbelt. He plays with the 
Greenbelt Chamber Orchestra 
and the Prince Georges Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestra. 

The entire program will be re¬ 
peated this Saturday evening at 
8 p.m. It is expected that Chang 
will be able to appear at that 
time.

In the meantime costs continue 
to rise. The 'membership, man¬ 
agement and board thrash about, 
v. ondering if the long months of 
patient waiting and the coopera¬ 
tion they have offered wherever 
possible will be met by positive 
action from the other side. If 
members continue to be frustrat¬ 
ed, they may decide to go it alone 
or in small groups — putting in 
their own replacement windows, 
insulation and siding, rather than 
face another cold and drafty win¬ 
ter. In this case so many varia¬ 
tions may result that members 
and historical people alike will be 
unhappy with the hodge-podge 
appearance. 

Finally the county established 
a May 1 closing date for the HUD 
loan.

entirely for the frame homes. 
(Financing the rehabilitation of 
the masonry homes would have 
to be done by other means.) This 
appears to be a logical and even 
a reasonable solution as 75% of 
the basic rehabilitation work is 
geared toward the frame homes.

(See page 1 story on 
last Thursday’s GHI board meet¬ 
ing.) The membership vote is an 
unnecessary roadblock; deciding 
to use the commercial bank fi¬ 
nancing for the CIP is, at best, 
premature.

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Council Finds Budget Review Frustrating

Faced with the likelihood of 
a 10% increase in the city tax 
rate and a budget already par¬ 
ed of any padding, the city 
council has found little it 
could do at this spring's round 
of budget work sessions. Mon¬ 
day's session on Greenbelt 
CARES, general government 
(the administrative staff) and 
revenues, like the public works 
budget of a month ago, engen¬ 
dered little more than an oc¬ 
casional question as to why 
last year’s figure was different 
than this year's. 

Most of the talking was done by 
the city manager, Jim Giese, 
backed up by the city treasurer 
Dennis Piendak, as they explained 
the more interesting facts hidden 
behind the numbers. Council 
listened and flipped pages. 

CARES 

CARES budget calls for total 
expenditures of $481,200. The 
State of Maryland finances 75% 
of an approved program. The city 
matches the remaining 25% and 
funds 100% of an additional por¬ 
tion. The state has raised its 
sh&re by 8% for next year, the 
city’s dollar share is close to that 
of last year’s, though when the 
salary adjustments are added, the 
total will be slightly higher. 

At some time in the future, 
Caro] Leventhal, CARES’ director, 
would like to see the program ex¬ 
panded to include the elderly, and 
eventually to all ages, but recog¬ 
nized that this is not the year to 
ask for additional commitment of 
funds from the city. Council 
agreed. 

In support of her desire to ex¬ 
pand CARES in coming years. 
Leventhal told council that CAR¬ 
ES has an "area-wide reputation 
for providing excelllent services." 
That reputation, she says, has cre¬ 
ated "demands beyond what we 
can match." Leventhal is pleased 
that CARES has been selected as 
one of 2o family therapy agencies. 


whose clients are referred from 
juvenile services, and whose pro¬ 
grams were judged to be exemp¬ 
lary. The agencies will be writ¬ 
ten up in a report and also in a 
protocol manual. The project is 
funded by L.EA.A. 

Leventhal may do better with 
her efforts to improve slightly the 
situation of the two juvenile 
counselors Councilman Charles 
Schwan was concerned that even 
though part-time, the two posi¬ 
tions should be classified so that 
the employees would be entitled 
to receive fringe benefits — hos¬ 
pitalization, insurance, etc. 

In his salary adjustment memo 
to council, Giese has already pro¬ 
posed a small increase in salary 
for the two, almost up to the level 
Leventhal is requesting. Council 
members present, Gil Weidenfeld, 
Richard Pilski and Schwan ap¬ 
peared uncertain about doing any 
more than that, even though less 
than % 1000 is involved and council 
is in general agreement that the 
increasse is desirable. Leventhal 
would have liked to expand the 
two half-time positions to three- 
quarters time and eventually to 
full time. 

Mayor Weidenfeld explained to 
Leventhal that council was reluc¬ 
tant to promise anything. "We’re 
worried about the significant in¬ 
crease (10%) in this year’s bud¬ 
get." Commenting on council’s 
review of the entire budget, he 
further explained, somewhat apo¬ 
logetically, "I can’t see anywhere 


we can cut this budget. I don’t 
know what we can do for you." 

The above example, though min¬ 
or, is typical of council’s situation 
this year. There is no extra mon¬ 
ey to add the occasional requests 
received in these budget sessions. 
In normal years there would be 
flexibility, built into the budget. 
Council would be able to cut here 
and there in order to add some¬ 
thing else, without adding to the 
tax rate. But not so this year.
